Queen Mary of England has Just en¬ 
tered her forty-fourth year, and al¬ 
though the ahadows of death atill lin¬ 
ger around the throne, it is neither 
unbecoming nor unimportant to tender 
a hearty tribute of respectful goodwill 
to the lady who has Just assumed the 
supreme place among the subjects 
who own ths sway of her sovereign 
lord. The position occupied by the wife 
of any great official Is—like the Brltiah 
constitution Itself—always somewhat 
undefined, somewhat a matter of ac¬ 
cident and Incident; and to achieve 
complete success In It the occupant re¬ 
quires a delicate perception of how far 
her Influence may be patent, how to 
"give and take." when to advance and 
when to withdraw, in a word, she 
must, by the exercise of supreme tact, 
supply all that might otherwise be 
lacking in the tenure of her husband's 
office. 

The great dHBculfI— and tbe greater 
possibilities Inherent in the position of 
the wife of any representative of the 
government are, of course, raised to 
their supreme level when the throne It¬ 
self is the seat of office and when the 
great official is no less than the sov¬ 
ereign himself. 

Mince ths secession of the House of 
Hanover three queens consort In the 
pre-Victorian era have stamped them¬ 
selves on the pages of English his¬ 
tory, for It is better to draw t|te veil 
of oblivion over the sorrows of Sophia 
Dorothea and the vagaries of the on- 
happy Princess of Brunswick.

special to be worthily filled and 
rightly enjoyed by a Princess whose 
life for forty-three years has been 
known and appreciated by the British 
public. 

It cannot escape tbe notice of the 
most superficial observer how. during 
Die last days of anxiety and sorrow. 
Queen Mary has willingly relegated to 
the august widow the place of honor', 
and has subordinated her own supreme 
position to that which she considers to 
be the due of supreme mourning.

The great bulk 
of the imports of all large ilihber-con- 
miming countries consist* of those 
wood*, with the result that the avail¬ 
able sources of supply are being stead¬ 
ily narrowed. 

There may now he said to be only 
six countries In a position to supply 
unlimited quantities of merchantable 
timber-* vis.. Russia (including Fin¬ 
land). Austria-Hungary. Norway and 
Sweden In Europe, and Canada and the 
United State* In America. 

Canada. World's Giant Reserve. 

Of thsa* tlie reserves In the United 
Blaise. Russia proper, and Auslrla- 
Uangard are now seriously threatened 
by the rapid growth of their own re¬ 
quirement* consequent on the natural 
Increase of ths population, while In 
Norway ths reaping of the timber crop 
has been so wasteful aa to bring ex¬ 
haustion within measurable distance. 
Ths resource* of Finland are still |a‘i*ge, 
as are also those of Sweden; while 
Uanada how represents tbji world's 
greftt reserve. 

As already indicated, the European 
countries with a large surplus avail¬ 
able for export are Austria-Hungary 
(with which may bg coupled Bosnia 
and Hernegovtna). Russia (Including 
Finland). Sweden and Norway From 
all of these countries, with ths excep¬ 
tion of Austria-Hungary. Britain im¬ 
ports largely of timber for construc¬ 
tional purposes, and our Interests in ths 
depletion of their forest reserves is no 
mere academic one. 

By far and away the largest forest 
reserve In Europe is now existing In 
Russia and Finland, which have be¬ 
tween them over 500.004.000 acres un¬ 
der timber.
